Prosecution has been closed 
upon the Final Office Action of 1 2/1/2006. Regarding the argument that the Examiner has equated three different elements of claim 1 into 
the response set of Biebesheimer, the Examiner's Notes made on the Final Office Action expplain how the Examiner has considered the 
Biebesheimer reference to read on each limitation on claiml. For example, the predictive pattern of Applicant is considered to be the 
same as the user's interactions or selections overtime; the predicted user satisfaction data is considered to be the response set 
generated based on the user's interactions. User satisfaction data is always preceeded by the word predictive or predicted in the claim.
